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■ MORE than a dozen Haselbury Plucknett res¬ 
idents and homeowners objected to a gypsy 
camp on their doorsteps. 

Their comments are published on the South Som¬ 
erset District Council website and include the follow¬ 
ing from local objectors: 

• Although the applicants are one family, they have 
applied for two pitches, leading to concern that the 
number of occupants on site will not be able to be 
controlled and that the applicants'extended families 
will also be accommodated on the site in the fullness 
of time. 

• The initial development (stables on concrete pad) 
was without planning permission, I understand (will 
there be any enforcement action by the council 
about this?), and the change of use application has 
been expected. 

The mobile homes, dayrooms and travelling cara¬ 
vans would all be starkly visible from our property. 
The area consists of ancient hedgerows and would 
be completely spoilt. 

• This application should be dealt with as though it 
was submitted by any regular applicant. No doubt 
this will be subject to a different set of rules than 
those that apply to ordinary residents, as I under¬ 
stand that the applicants are "travellers". 

• The creation of even a small gypsy site, such as 
this, invariably leads to expansion and overflow. 

• I always understood that gypsies would not live 
in a house. So why are two permanent, brick-built 
dayrooms required? 

• I also notice that a further letter has been submit¬ 
ted with the application... because they were pre¬ 
viously illegally occupying council land and are 
about to be evicted, and the council does not have 
any other suitable site for them. 

The letter conveys a rather cynical attitude which 
is that, having got rid of our problem, let them go 
and create a problem somewhere else! 

Your council is entrusted to find suitable sites for 
this minority group which do not impinge on and 
destroy areas of natural beauty. 


Plans for 

A COMMUNAL sigh of relief billowed over scores 
of village homes this week when planners threw 
out a controversial scheme for a gypsy site on 
their doorsteps. 

South Somerset planners will not allow a two-pitch 
gypsy/traveller camp to be established on a parcel of land 
on the edge of Haselbury Plucknett. 

The decision is the culmination of months of concerted 
effort by villagers and their parish council to prevent 
gypsy Billy Hughes, his wife Emma and their children, 
settling in a field they own beside Stonage Lane. 

The couple’s application, submitted last year, prompted 
a blizzard of objections, legal representations, and lengthy 
reports from planning and gypsy liaison officers. 

Most planning applications in Haselbury Plucknett are 
for minor extensions and solar panels and cause little local 
controversy. 

But not the one from the Hugheses. 

Their application was for “change of use” from agricul¬ 
tural land to a pair of gypsy/traveller pitches, to include 
two mobile homes, two touring caravans, two day-rooms 
and associated hardstanding and refuse storage. 

South Somerset planning officer Andrew Gunn recom¬ 
mended refusal in a detailed report. 

He also revealed there had been 17 letters of objection 
citing: 

• the narrowness and bendiness of Stonage Lane; 

• its poor visibility; 

• concern for the safety of drivers and pedestrians; 

• an anticipated increase in traffic; 

• lack of passing places; 

• proximity to a dangerous junction; and 
• likely damage to a grass bank by vehicles negotiating 
the lane. 

Mr Gunn added: “A letter has also been received from 
Clarke Wilmott solicitors outlining a formal objection on 
behalf of the parish council. 

“The council’s landscape officer has raised a strong ob¬ 
jection in relation to the introduction of incongruous ele¬ 
ments to the local landscape, and loss of historic hedgerow.”

But, Mr Gunn also added: “In terms of impact on resi¬ 
dential amenity, the area for the mobile homes is located 
approximately 100 meters from the nearest residential 
property. 

“It is not considered that the proposed use would cause 


any harmful impact to residential amenity.” 

But, Mr Gunn said the development should not be al¬ 
lowed because Stonage Lane was unsuitable; and because 
the gypsy site would “introduce incongruous develop¬ 
ment to the landscape”. 

The application was refused under delegated powers. 
Mr and Mrs Hughes can appeal. 


Chairman frustrated by lack of action 


WHILE some homeowners in Hasel¬ 
bury Plucknett may be relieved that 
plans for a gypsy site have been de¬ 
nied, their neighbours at Merriott are 
desperate to see an end to an illegal 
gypsy camp set up by the Hughes 
family at Eggwood more than three 
years ago. 

The irregular settlement on council 
land - and moves to have the Hugh¬ 
eses evicted - loomed large at Mer¬ 
riott Parish Council’s March meeting 
on Monday night. 

District and county councillor Paul 
Maxwell told the meeting: “The 
family have purchased a field at 
Haselbury and have put in a planning 
application, which I am led to be¬ 
lieve will be refused. 

“The likelihood is that they will ap¬ 
peal and there is a reasonable chance 
they will win. 

“The main reasons for refusal were 
highways matters, and they were 
fairly weak. 


“It’s highly unlikely that any judge 
would agree to evict them while they 
appeal.” 

Merriott Parish Council Chairman 
Ashley Wallis was livid. 

“I’m just disgusted by the lack of 
action by the councils,” he said. 

“Nothing is being done by the 
county council! They just pretend 
that nothing is happening. 

“There’s more caravans and more 
cars down there and the enforcement 
officer does diddly-squat! 

“It’s about time they got off their 
backsides and did something. 

“We need to put more pressure on. 
The wood (near the campsite) is 
being destroyed. They are abusing 
the wood and riding their quad bike 
up and down the path.” 

Councillor Maxwell added: “I to¬ 
tally share your view. 

“But every time it’s gone to court, 
a judge has never made a decision, 
because there’s always an issue with 


the family - education or welfare. 
That’s part of the problem. 

“The county council has offered 
the Hughes family three different lo¬ 
cations - and they turned them down 
three times. 

“The family know the law ex¬ 
tremely well. 

“We have got to the stage now 
where the likelihood is that they will 
win an appeal and that will conclude 
matters.” 

• Somerset County Council’s envi¬ 
ronmental manager Barry James, 
made a statutory declaration on May 
20th last year confirming that: “Billy 
and Emma Hughes and their children 
have occupied the amenity land at 
Eggwood, Lopen, for over two 
years. The site is owned by the 
county council and they have occu¬ 
pied the site without our permis¬ 
sion.”

GYPSIES Billy and Emma 
Hughes have vowed to 
appeal against the refusal 
of their planning applica¬ 
tion at Haselbury Pluck¬ 
nett. 

But they would prefer to 
stay at their present site 
between Merriott and 
Lopen, as they have now 
been there for nearly four 
years. 

The pair also pleaded 
with local people not to 
be prejudiced against 
them, saying they were 
simply trying to provide a 
stable home for their six 
children. 

The couple spoke about 
the stress and worry of 
lacking a settled home - 
and of the upset that 
eviction proceedings had 
caused for their children. 

Mr Hughes, 31, who was 
born in Yeovil, told the 
Weekender: "We're not 
going on the road with 
our children, just for the 
council's sake. 

"We'll put up a fight. I'll 
barricade the entrance. 
We'll move onto the na¬ 
ture reserve here. 

"We are trying to be fair 
by getting our own field 
passed (by planners). 

"All that my children 
want is a home to stay in. 
But they (Haselbury resi¬ 
dents) don't want us 
down there. 

"We are not animals 
that can be kicked out 
onto the side of the road. 

"We are human beings 


who just want some¬ 
where to live. 

"We are not going on 
the road with our six 
kids!" 

Mrs Hughes, 34, who 
grew up in Martock, 
added: "It's the children's 
education that is most im¬ 
portant to us. They go to 
Wadham and Maiden 
Beech." 

She said her children 
had never been in trouble 
with the police, or re¬ 
ceived ASBOs - unlike 
many town children. 

She said people criticise

gypsies for not learning to 
read and write - but get¬ 
ting an education was al¬ 
most impossible when 
gypsies were prevented 
from settling on their own 
land. 

Mr Hughes said he be¬ 
lieved the best solution to 
their housing needs 
would be for the county 
council to allow them to 


stay at Eggwood and lay- 
on mains water and 
proper sanitation. 

The family currently has 
use of a portable toilet 
and relies on water from a 
bowser that is replen¬ 
ished every fortnight. 

Mr Hughes added: "If 
they let us stay here, we'd 
do this place up, real nice. 

"We've offered to pay 
rent. But they won't ac¬ 
cept it," he said. 

Mrs Hughes added: "If 
people got to know us, 
they might even like us."

FIRE ANTS and mosquitos were no deterrent for plucky 
Crewkerne veterinary nurse Anne Willson, who took the 
trip of a lifetime to the diminishing rainforest of Borneo 
with the charity Blue Cross Orangutan rescue project. 
The nurse, who works for the Kingfisher Veterinary 
Practice, would like to thank everyone who contributed 
to get her there after a massive fundraising campaign 
and gruelling fitness regime last year to prepare her for 
the jungle trek. 

The 12-day trip included a four-day trek which took 
the volunteers to the conservation area where they spent 
three days studying the wild orangutans. 

Anne said: “We had to be extremely quiet and when 
we looked up and saw a mother and her baby we all just 
stood there with our mouths open. The baby started 
chucking stuff down and we saw the mother drink from 
the tree trunk which apparently was very unusual. 

“We had to observe their nests and grade them from 
one to ten in how fresh they were, they are usually used 
about three times before they build a new one. If we 
spotted an orangutan, we had to write down how high 
in the tree they were and what type of tree it was, what 
they were eating and if there was play. 

“Only 300 people a year are allowed into the conser¬ 
vation site, including the four scientists who work there, 
so we felt very privileged. We were only allowed there 
because we had raised money towards the project. 

“One day we had to stay out of the way when a gov¬ 
ernment newsreel came to film as they did not want out¬ 
siders in the pictures, but they didn’t get any footage of 
the apes. Our guide said we must have good karma, be¬ 
cause as soon as we went back, the baby came out again. 

“It was tough and very smelly but we slept under the 
stars and our guides brought us food. We had a special 
type of sticky rice cake wrapped in a palm leaf with 
crushed peanuts in the middle that was very sustaining, 
and they caught frogs for us to eat. 

“We were 1,030 feet up but it was really humid and 
we didn’t notice the air pressure too much. It was very 
steep and hard to find anything you could grab to pull 
yourself up by, most of the trees were the ones they 
make rattan furniture from and they are really prickly. 
The most scary part was when we walked a really steep 
ledge that was only as wide as our feet, normally I am 
not bothered by heights but that made me feel pretty 
shaky. 

“The guides made us walking poles which helped a 
bit but we were constantly wet with the humidity and 
continuously getting leeches. After a while you get so 
used to it you just flick them off. 

“There were a whole heap of women in the surround-

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ing villages who were keen to rescue their forest and had 
cordoned off part of the riverbank destroyed by logging 
to plant trees.They can only do a few at a time because 
there is a type of bindweed that destroys the saplings and 
has to be constantly cut back until the trees are strong 
enough to survive. They said we couldn’t plant too many 
trees or they could not look after them. It’s very much a 
girl power thing and they don’t want the men involved. 

“The people in Borneo make money from palm oil so 
it’s hard to get them onside although they are realising 
the advantage of tourism and the villagers are paid to 
plant saplings. On the last night, the women came to 
play the drums for us, it was lovely. 

“On our last day we went to the Sepilok Orangutan Re¬ 
habilitation Centre. It is great what they are doing but so 
sad when you see them come down to feed and they just 
sit with their backs to you. In the wild they were curious 
about us, it was totally different. 

“In the wild they eat very little fruit, it would mostly 
be foliage and a very bitter nut that they love. If the trees 
were their proper height of around 80 feet, you would 
hardly see an orang-utan because they naturally live way 
up in the canopy but the tallest trees are only around 30- 
40 feet now. 

“The whole experience was better than I expected it to 
be, although the trekking challenge was tougher than I 
thought.. What I didn’t expect to see was loads of paddy 
fields and the rubber harvesting from the trees. 

“I want to thank all our clients at Kingfisher and the 
vets for sponsorship and everyone who helped me with 
the fundraising clothes sales, especially Mrs B’s who 
made me a cake to raffle. If it hadn’t been for all my 
friends, I never would have got there.” 

Anne hopes that talking about her trip may also remind 
people that the use of palm oil as a hidden ingredient in 
foods (particularly biscuits and peanut butter), house¬ 
hold products and cosmetics, has created the demand 
which is leading to the destruction of the rainforests and 
hopes people will read labels and think before they buy.

Living better with less 


THE WAREHOUSE Theatre in Ilminster was 
nearly full for a talk by Sir Graham Watson, 
MEP and Stewart Wallis OBE, executive di¬ 
rector of the New Economics Foundation, 
hosted by South Somerset Climate Action 
Group. 

Outside the venue was a biomethane pow¬ 
ered van, brought along by Christopher Maltin 
of who set up Organic Power in 2001 after de¬ 
veloping a system to recycle the chemicals 
from food waste in to energy. He said: “This 
has done 173,000 miles totally clean on a mix¬ 
ture of chocolate and cheese.” 

Introduced by the group’s chairman, Joe 
Burlington, both speakers each had 20 minutes 
make a presentation and then answer audience 
questions. 

The theme of the evening was “How to Live 
Better Lives With Less”. 

New Economics Foundation (NEF) represen¬ 
tative explained that they were a group of 60 
people who were working internationally, try¬ 
ing to bring about better economics worldwide, 
by looking at a more sustainabe, fairer society 
and more wellbeing. He spoke of the four ‘u’s 
of the present economy - unsustainable, unsta¬ 
ble, unfair and unhappy. 

Mr Wallis said that it wasn’t just oil which 
was running out but that we were facing de¬ 
clining levels of topsoil, pollination and water. 

He said: “Wellbeing in the UK has flatined, 
we’re running faster, systems keep crashing, 
we’re burning up the planet and we’re not even 
making ourselves happier. 

“Our economic system is morally and intel¬ 
lectually bankrupt. Our goal at NEF is to create 
an economy with high wellbeing and social 
justice within fair ecological development.” 

He showed the results of a worldwide survey 
detailing which countries were consuming too

much and which had the better balance, to cre¬ 
ate a model for the rest of the world. 

Costa Rica came out as the only country liv¬ 
ing within the planet’s ability to regenerate, 
where people were living longer and had the 
highest levels of happiness. The government 
had invested considerably in health and educa¬ 
tion, abolished their army and had one of the 
highest carbon taxes in the world. 

Less surprising was that America was shown 
to be using five times more of planet resources 
than anyone else. 

Mr Wallis continued: “We need a great tran¬ 
sition, it is interesting coming to the west coun¬ 
try where there is much more a sense of a 
thriving local economy. Companies need to 
change their focus to stakeholders, not share¬ 
holders.” 

MEP Sir Graham Watson was previously Eu¬ 
ropean chairman of the Lib Dem group and is 
now chairman of the global E Parliament, and 
passionate about a focus on climate talks and 
energy efficiency. 

He said: “One of my reasons for standing 
down was because I became increasingly 
aware of the absolute importance of one par¬ 
ticular issue in politics and that is resource ef¬ 
ficiency. I became aware that some of my 
colleagues felt that I was going off a little too 
far on a tangent, on this particular issue. 

“I stood down to take over the chair again of 
something I had created 12 years previously 
with a couple of other MEPs from different 
parties, which we called the E parliament. It 
was a way in which we could have a dialogue 
among democratically elected legislators from 
across the world without having to travel. 

“We set up forums on the internet about 


global issues and have become specifically fo¬ 
cussed on the issue of climate change. 

“We have just got a grant of about three mil¬ 
lion euros from UNDP to carry on the work we 
stared a few years ago to work with legislators 
in parliaments of developing countries where 
there aren’t very many people who are very cli¬ 
mate aware, or very equipped to make sure that 
they are amending government policies, push¬ 
ing them in the direction of resource effi¬ 
ciency.” 

Sir Graham continued that an EU study had 
showed that with the development of renew¬ 
ables, an 80 per cent supply of energy needs 
could be provided, with the other 20 per cent 
being imported solar from North Africa. 

This would need an electricity supergrid dis¬ 
tribution system, like there is currently for gas 
and oil, across the continent and the building 
of more wind turbines. 

North and central Europe would have hydro, 
eastern Europe had huge potential for bio mass 
and in the south, solar pillars could drive steam 
turbines and heat salt to continue the energy 
hours after dark. 

Sir Graham stressed that the importance of 
all this work was to start now, giving the world 
hope of not running out of energy and other 
vital resources. 

He cited Greece as an example, saying solar 
power could get the country out of its current 
economic crisis but it would only work once 
the distribution network was in place. 

David Gordon thanked the two speakers for 
their enlightening words before the floor was 
opened to questions.

“When we did this be¬ 
fore, they came to our 
wedding at Hornsbury 
Mill. The hardest part is if 
they have to move on to a 
nursing home, I get so at¬ 
tached to them, I can’t help 
it. 

“We have a smallholding 
and produce our own pork 
and vegetables. George’s 
mum potters around in the 
poly tunnel and my dad 
has just retired at 70 and 
has done most of the work 
on the house and the deco¬ 
rating. 

“Just because you need 
to move into a home for 
some extra help, doesn’t 
mean life has to come to an 
end. I can’t stand it when 
you go into a home and see 
circles of vacant people 
stuck in front of a TV. 

“If the residents want to 
help with a few vegetables 
in the kitchen or potter in 
the garden they can muck 
in like they would at home. 
They can eat meals with 
the rest of the family or on 
their own, everyone has 
their own space but we can 
all be together if we want 
to as well. We have three 
dogs and a cat and they can 
choose whether they want 
the animals to be a part of 
their life too. 

Things have changed 
quite a bit since Tabitha 
last took on extra “family.” 

With so many more reg¬ 
ulations in place, she and 
George found it a little 
daunting. She said: “There 
used to be more smaller 
homes around Chard, now 
there are hardly any. There 
was no health and safety 
back then and employment 
law is a minefield. 

“I an doing my level five 
diploma and my friend 
Sarah at Yew Tree Cottage 
residential home has been 
a great help. You used to 
get a site visit right in the 
beginning but now you 
have to fill everything out 
on the internet before they 
will even send anyone out 
to see the place. 

“I absolutely love it 
though. I think this type of 
life is built in you some¬ 
how, there is something 
very rewarding about 
going in to someone in the 
morning and making their 
day that bit better. 

“This country has a very 
different attitude the eld¬ 
erly than Europe and most 
of the time they are just 
lonely, locked in their own 
homes. 

“There wasn’t a day went 
by here when somebody 
wasn’t visiting someone, it 
was just such a vibrant 
place, no one was ever 
bored. I can’t wait to get 
back into it.”

He spent 
most of his time as a vicar in rural Wales. 

He and his wife moved to Somerset 18 months ago when Jo was appointed as 
a vicar serving three rural parishes. Adrian was appointed chaplain of Wadham 
School in Crewkerne in the middle of last year. 


• WHAT'S the best aspect of your 
job? 

The chance to work in a school with 
young people. Most churches don't tend 
to have many young people, so I get a 
chance to meet them on their own 
ground and relate Christianity to their 
lives. 

• AND the worst? 

The drive in. It would be a lot easier if I 
lived nearer. But, having said that, I like 
to listen to Radio Four in the car. I'm a 
complete addict. 

• WHAT makes a good day at work, 
for you? 

When a young person has asked me a re¬ 
ally hard question and they want to en¬ 
gage seriously with that question. It 
happens occasionally. 

People are a bit wary about asking dif¬ 
ficult questions - even though I encour¬ 
age them to do that. 

• WHAT'S the greatest religious mys¬ 
tery, for you? 

I think the greatest mystery is always dis¬ 
covering the depths of who God is. And 
I discover more and more as time goes 
on. 

Thirty years ago I knew almost every¬ 
thing! But now, I know I'm only just be¬ 
ginning to learn. I think it was George 
Bernard Shaw who said something like 
"I'm not young enough to know every¬ 
thing." 

• WADHAM is a C of E school. Are its 
pupils any"religiously"different from 
other pupils? 

Not at all - because the intake is from the 
local area. There's no differentiation. It's 
the same mix as elsewhere. 

Although, we do hope that by the time 
they've been through the school, our 
students end up as caring and loving 
people with respect for others. That's the 
whole ethos of the school. 

• WHO'S winning — the atheists or 
thetheists? 

I think the theists are. The "new atheists" 
such as Richard Dawkins are doing a lot 
of the work for us because they are mak¬ 
ing people think about the nature of re¬ 
ality, the world and what's behind it all. 

I also think some of them are just too 
certain. 

• YOU'RE a vicar. Explain the date of 
Easter. 

Oh crumbs. That's a mystery to me! 


It actually caused great controversy in 
the early church because the eastern 
church and the western church worked 
it out differently in about the eleventh 
century. 

It was a real, major split in the church 
between east and west. I just look at the 
tables to find out when Easter is! 

• WHAT piece of advice would you 
most like to give to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury? 

For a start, I think it would be very pre¬ 
sumptuous of me to give the Archbishop 
any advice! But, I'd tell him to "be true to 
yourself". 

I've got great admiration for him and I 
think he's got a great mind. He's a com¬ 
passionate person; and I think he's got 
the qualities I'd look for in an archbishop. 

I've met him a few times and he's a very 
easy person to get along with. 

• AND some advice for the Prime 
Minister? 

Crumbs. I don't want him to don't de¬ 
stroy the health service! 

And I'd say that any government should 
care about the whole of the population. 
The system that was built-up to care for 
the weak, those in trouble, or in difficult 
times - the welfare state - is one of the 
most precious things that we have as a 
country. 

• AND what advice for "the typical" 
Wadham student? 

Life is full of opportunities. Take those 
opportunities! 

I'd tell them to have a broad horizon so 
they can see that there is a world of pos¬ 
sibilities but also to care for other peo¬ 
ple. 

One of the things I hate about reality 
shows - and I don't watch that many -is 
the way people are always doing other 
people down. They are trying to win, not 
co-operatively, but by manoeuvring 
themselves into a position so they can 
win, regardless of other people. 

They always seem to be about being 
number one without caring about oth¬ 
ers. Real success is about cooperation 
and doing things as a community. 

• HOW interested are teenagers in 
"God stuff"? 

On the face of it, not a lot. But when you 
begin to talk about things, often there 
are questions that young people might 
not label as"God stuff". 

I think part of my job is to open people's 
eyes to their questions and show that 
they do have a relation to God.

Dark; intriguing; gripping; compelling ... 'Pure'is a triumph 


PARIS, 1785. A year of bones, of grave-dirt, relentless 
work. Of mummified corpses and chanting priests. A year 
of rape, suicide, sudden death. Of friendship too. Of de¬ 
sire. Of love... A year unlike any other he has lived... 

Deep in the heart of Paris, it's oldest cemetery is over¬ 
flowing, tainting the very breath of those who live 
nearby. Into their midst comes Jean-Baptiste Barratte, a 
young, provincial engineer, charged by the king with de¬ 
molishing it. At first Barratte sees this as a chance to 
clear the burden of history, a fitting task for a modern 
man of reason. But before long, he begins to suspect 
that the destruction of the cemetery might be a prel¬ 
ude to his own. 

Andrew Miller's Pure is a fantastic historical novel 
that is intelligent and thought-provoking. His imagery 
and descriptive phrases set you perfectly in Paris be¬ 
fore the revolution, with the stench of the cemetery, 
les Innocents, and the odd subcultures around the 
area. Miller is steeped in the history of that time, 
when the ideas of the Enlightenment were challeng¬ 
ing traditional ideas. They encounter resistance to 
their work, many of the locals have got used to the 
stench of decay and are opposed to the removal 
finding it sacrilegious.This however is well balanced 
out in the story by the presence of those/the future 


party' that welcome the change, like the organist of the 
barely visited church Armand de Saint-Meard. One of the 
workers goes as far as to describe themselves as the'men 
who purified Paris'. It raises questions in the reader about 
the morality and ethics of destroying the final resting 
place of so many people. You consider the relevance of 
the past, should it be cherished, recorded? Or simply de¬ 
stroyed and levelled for us to move on? 

With a story about the destruction of a cemetery, of 
course, comes the inevitable gothic theme.The tone and 
atmosphere of the book at times are bleak. The charac¬ 
ters are very intense, often to the point of mysterious, 
running alongside the very grim and dark subject. His de¬ 
scriptive prose, often exciting and dramatic, does well to 
paint images in your mind. It is rather sombre, but at the 
same time, compelling, elegant and creative. 

Each character you come across vivid and well con¬ 
structed as you meet them. It's very easy to believe these 
people could have existed at some point.The main char¬ 
acter of Jean-Baptiste Barratte comes across as a very 
likeable man. You find yourself admiring his commitment 
and dedication to the execution of such an unpleasant 
task. Miller brings you right up close to Barratte's per¬ 
sonal doubts, desires and anxieties. You are taken on an 
arduous journey with him and realise that this part of his 


life will never be reclaimed by him, he'll never be the 
same man after the things he has done, the things he has 
seen. 

The triumph of Pure, is that the squalid streets, way¬ 
ward characters and confused hopes of a lost Paris come 
back to life on their own terms, animated by his smart, 
cliche-free narration.This is largely to do with his style of 
writing, very plain and unadorned, in many ways, very 
modern. As the winner of the Costa Award, Pure is a 
book that is very hard to dislike. It has a fascinating plot, 
characters that excite and an underlying suspense that 
compels you to not put the book down until you have 
read every last word that Miller offers us. We can smell 
and feel the unrest and the cracks of change, but the 
power of resurrection is ever present. New life, a new day, 
one day it will be this way for those who has lived in the 
shadow of les Innocents. NatalieSpiller

Chard set to enter the Hornets' nest 


T HERE was a touch of spring in the air 
on Saturday last as I took the road to 
Bridport to take in the derby game 
between the home side and league leaders 
Weymouth. 

WHITEHALL 15 CHARD 40 

ON seeing this result on the RFU website 
on Saturday evening last I thought, "pre¬ 
dictably a good bonus point win". Little did 
I know! 

Chard lost the toss and were asked to 
play down the slope with both the strong 
win and the sun at their backs initially.They 
then proceeded to swarm all over the 
home side during the first quarter but 
could not break down their resolute de¬ 
fence. 

In fact the first half hour remained score¬ 
less and during this time the visitors turned 
down several kickable penalties, preferring 
to kick to the corner and go for tries.

A T SCHOOL six out of ten 
would be followed by the 
teacher's remark'Could do 
better', but in Gary Johnson's case 
I think he would have got a silver 
star for his work. 

Since his arrival in early January 
Yeovil Town have taken 18 points 
from a possible 30, only Notts 
County are in better form at pres¬ 
ent. 

They completed an excellent 
four days on Tuesday night by fol¬ 
lowing Saturday's 2-1 home de¬ 
feat of Brentford, who were 
hoping to sneak into a play-off 
position, with an even better 1-0 
victory at MK Dons on Tuesday 
night which severely dented their 
prospects of gaining an auto¬ 
matic promotion spot.
